-MR HENNIKER HEATON IN 
HONGKONG. : 
KATERVIEW ON IMPERIAL PENSE PosTadE, 

Mr Honniker Heston, M.P. for Oanter- 
bury, arrived in Hongkong yesterday by 
the Empress of India, ‘and leaves’ to- 
morrow in tho P. and O. mail steamer 
Malwa, Diring his stay he has resided at 
Government Houso, and has occupied the 
short apace of time at his disposal in mak- 
ing himself acquainted with the local con- 
dition of postal and tolegraph. affoira with a 
viow to their improyernant on his return to 
England. ‘To all whe continue to take an 
jotorest in home papers or in English 
domestio politics the name of Mr Honniker 
Heaton must be familiar, and tho scheme 
he has advocated for imperial ponny post- 
aga and reduced telegraph rates is general. 
ly known now to all business people. It was 
with a viow to learn his opinions upon the 
Intest developments on these schemes, ‘pare 
Licularly with referenco to Hongkong, that 
our reprosontative waited upon him this 
morning and was fortunate enough to obtain 
a long interview. ° = 

T€ it ia not inconvenient to you, Mr 
Heaton,’ said our ropresentative, as Mr 
Beaton wes making bis way fromthe office 
of one of our Isading citizens to the Hong- 
kong Club, ‘I should like to have a few 
minutes’ chat with you about+ Imperial 
Penny Postage.’ 

‘Gertainly,’ replied Mr Heaton affably ; 
‘Come along to the Club; 1 have half-an- 
Hour to spate.’ 

Arrived at the Club he said ‘ Since I was 
hore last we have had the postage to Hong- 
kong reducod from 6d, to 24d.’ 

Thanks to your efforts, I suppose, Mr 
Heaton?’ 

* Well,’ te replied, ‘the Ministers at home 
wore good enough to say it was owing to 
my efforts. Now, what do you want mo to 
tell you?’ 

“Of your schomes to bring about poatal 
reforms.’ 

«J suppose you ore perfectly well aware 
of my work for the last ten years in ad- 
vocating Imperial penny postage and cheap 
telegraphic rates.

‘What I have told you is all dumestic as 

distinguished from: business. As to busi- 
ness correspondence I think I may say, 
again it is the highest State polioy to make 
communication between” our merchants at 
home and those abroad as cheap as possible. 
The introduction’ of ponny postage would 
naturally incroaso the number of lettors 
and the result would be a richer harvest of 
trade and an extension of good fealing. It 
is utter nonsense to say ponny postage will 
not pay. Take the case of Australia, 
Last year 9,000,000 newspapora, large and 
bulky, wera despatched botwoon Australis 
and England: at 1d. cach. {n the same 
bags, almost in the same trains ond in the 
.same steamships, there wore,adnt 2,600,000 
lettors at 2}d. cach. Who will dare to say 
that the 2,600,009 letters absolutely cost, 
as much as tho $9,000,000 newspapers for 
carriage, stamping, and general troublo 
given? It is simply stupid to maintain 
that the 9,000,000 newspapers gave less 
trouble to be carried the same diatance in 
the same way as the.2,500,000 letters. 
Yot, theses nowspapers were carriad.at 1¢..| 
each although they were eight times 
heavier than tho letters carried at 2hd. 
esch. The difference between 'd, and 2}¢, 
is, of course, J$d., and who will daré to 
assert that the increase in correspondence, 
if the reduction in postage were made, 
would bo. leas than 150 per cont? 1 
believe it would be more like 300 per 
cent. You. havo to make'up only the dif- 
feronco betwean Id. and 24d. The almost 
criminal neglect-and want of administrative 
capacity shown by British Poat Office autho- 
rities in regard to foreign maila have been 
exposed by me upon pany occasions. I 
have already pointed out that the cost of 
establishing penuy postage, according to 
the estimates of the postal authorities them- 
solves, would auount to only £75 000 a 
year more than the present expenditure. 
When I commenced this agitation I found 
we wore paying for the carriaga of the In- 
dian, Fer Eastern und Australian mails 
from Calais to Brindisi £100,000 a year. 
Of this sum only about £38,000 or £40,000 
a year was paid to the French and [talian 
Railway Companies for doing all the work, 
and the French and Italian Governments 
pocketed £60,000 a year for doing 
nothing at all. I protested against 
this scaudal, in Parliament, in the Preas 
aud on tho plstform of England ; and 
to further expose the wrong, I got the cele: 
brated firm of Thomas Cook and Son to tell 
mo what they would charge for a special 
train from Calais to Brindisi, with first-closs 
saloon carriages and the best equipment. 
They were willing to supply me with such « 
train for about £400 for one trip—of course, 
4 contract for more could bave bean arranged 
for at a cheaper price—and I found, on the 
other hand, that the British Government 
chad paid for.the carriage of maile ina special 
train in thot samo week no leea than £1,300, 
This exposure, naturally created _consider- 
ablo scvsation in England. The Post Offico 
authorities were despatohed in all haste to 
interview the Goveroments, and they got a 
reduction of only £20,000 8 year. I'he re. 
duction in postage they were able to muko 
only lod to an abnormal increase in the 
wails, aad as the maile are paid for at 
no touch per tb, they gotno roduotion at all, 
Again I pointed out wo were paying for the 
Atwerican mails, for carriages, £1000 a trip, 
wherens the American Government paid on- 
ly £500 a trip, on the retura voyages of (he 
same veesels. 1 give you this merely to 
ilustrate how it woald be possible to save 
enough money to cover this mirerable sum 
of £75,000; and how ridiculous it is to say 
that it would not pay to have a penny rate ft 
letters. Tho Privce of Wales said the inba- 
bitants of New Zealacd and Honzkong were 
an dear to him avd the people of England as 
the people of Keat aud Surrey, I say wa 
ought to give praotical iHustration of that 
by treating them all on 4 footing of equality 
ja respect to postage, aud I maintain thut 
the penny postage would create trade ant 
cordial good feeling ‘hetweon tho poople of 
England sod English people throughuut tho 
Empire, As the Times said every argu- 
‘mont againet penny postage has hsen swept 
away, There is nothing to urge against it, s0 
the Government at length bas given me the 
promise that they will introduce {mperial 
penny postage at the earliest pussible 
moment. Bnt the permanent olficiate, de- 
feated, beaten, routed at every point, are 
still putting ridiculous obstacles in the way. 
They bad the temoriiy to say the Australians 
wero against it, J af onse communicated 
with the Australien Goyeroments and foyod 
thot this statement wae totally untrua, 
They will welcome the initiation by Eng- 
Jand of the peany postage. 

‘Bat,’ said our representative, ‘ suppose 
you establish peasy postage with the 
Colonies, who is to pay the expenve— 
England or the Colonies ? 

* England, not tho Colonies,’ was the re- 
ply; ‘because the postage, of course, is 
trom England. 1 havo never advocated that 
avery Colony ahould fal] into line at once. 
What 1 advooate is penny postage from 
England to every part of the Empire, and 
let them return the compliment when they 
like, To-day there is a 2-ceut or 4d, postage 
from New York to Mexico and from New 
York to the British Colony of Conads. 
4 letter may be sent from New York to 
Vancouver, irom Now York to Alaska (7090 
miles), or from New York to Mexico (6060 
miles) for two cents. Mexico and Canads 
do not reciprocate. They cherge 1id. to 
the United States, but by the Postal Union 
cach country keeps its own Postage ao that 
there ia uo confusion of accounts, When 
the Colonies are ready they enn fall into 
line, Take the numer of se DONE 
Hongkong to Engtafid in'a year at 209,014, 
that pan Pee of Zhd., £1260.

No Chinese 
boats came off, and, in consequenco, it 
acams to be anticipated that thoy will 
have nothing to ray to us, Orders issued 
for everything to be in readiness 
for an attack upou Takuin the morning in 
the event of the Chinesa tiring upon us or 
refusing to come to terms. i, 

28th Augast.—-Admiral, &., on board, 
the intention being to goinside the har at 
high water, Elliot, of Volage, sounded and 
reported it practicable ; urgad Admical to 
go in, ag did alsv Charles Elliot, but bo 
thought it too neat a touch, Oonsequent- 
ly, remained outside. Mandarins caine of 
with a lotter in the afternoon. Conference: 
on the quarterdeck. The Admiral agreed 
to go in in boats on the 30th, and have a 
parley with the (Fovernor of tho Province, 
who, it appears, has been sent down speci- 
fieally from Pokin to treat with him. Mat- 
tera appear to wear a peaceable aspect, but 
the Admiral certainly does not carry mat- 
ters with a high hand or act as the dicta- 
ting power, Suppliga were sentout to usin 
the course of the day; and thera can bo no 
doubt that the Chineno aro anzious to got 
rid of us quietly, a very different impres- 
sion from what we had yesterdsy in conse- 
quence of no boats having then been sent 
out to us The whole of the boats and 
marines of the Squadron were held in 
rendivess for an attack which was uutici- 
pated yestorday, Immense crowd on board 
our ship | altogether, st exciting day. 

29ch August.—Got all the boats in readi- 
nasa; towed tham close inside the bar. 
Collected our party for to-morrow, and 
anchored for the night. Admiral has 
changed his mind about going in himeelf, 
and Charlis Elliot js tu do tho diplomatiet. 
A regular bivonac on deck, 

30th August.—Our party roused up at 
3.30 a.m. to prepare for going ashore. It 
consisted of the two Oaptains Elliot, Lord 
Jovelyn, Cotton, Latham, Onpt. Hyres, of 
Modeste; Clarke, Astele, young Maitland, 
two interpreters, a rate to each boat, and 
aelf. Five boats left the ship at 5.16, and 
had a long pull of from six to seven miles 
in shore. A tolerably well-constracted 
poutoon was thrown oat to enable us to 
croga the mud.at low water. Procecded to 
the reception tents about a quarter uf a 
mile from landing place. Gehered into 
preeonce of Vigeroy—portly, old gentlo- 
man, well dressed, red button, third man 
of Kmpire. Left Charles Elliot and inter- 
preters to diplomatize whilst wo wont. to 
breakfast. Chineso turn out not quite 
ready aad hunger compriled us to sat to 
work on oar own ‘ prog,’ picnic fushi 
liot proposed dofling coats—ungyimuuily 
acooded to—and haying forgotten knives 
and forks sp} to work with firigers. 
All this “calculated to givo Chinese a 
good notion of English manners and cus- 
toms! When wo had finished our awa, 
Chinese breakfast appeared, eungisting of 
wal very good pastry, duck ster and 
apple sayge, ataved fish, bread, sharks’ fins, 
stewed fish, sloga (Harry Eyres’ authority ; 
since found o mistake, though Lord Joce- 
Jyn in his book says it is a fact!) eggs, 
with young chickons in them boiled hard 
and slicad. Ata with chap aticke! Lots 
of fun and layghter aud noise; enough to 
disturb a dozen diplomatists; and we must 
have piven Fuu-chee s strange idea of John 
Lull, Diplomacy lasted fcr about faur hours. 
Elliot carried matters with a high hand, and
